Paris, October 11.—Prime 
Briand made an important 
today at Periguez preparatory to 
the re-opening of the Chamber of 
Deputies on October 19.

Surplus of Receipts Over Ordinary 
Expenditure Gives Promisé of Be- 
ing the Largest on Record—Net Debt 
of the Dominion, $320,608,464 on 
September 30.

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Ottawa, Oct. 11.—The financial 
tatement of the Dominion for the first 
half of the present fiscal year shows 
an inercase of $6,526,295 in the reve- 
nue as conrpared with the firs six 
months of 1908-09, On the other hand 
the expenditure on consolidated fund 
account decreased ‘by $1,098,336 and on 
capital account ‘by $802,582. For 
September alone jie increase in the 
revenue Was $1,570,700, while the total 
expenditure decreased as compared 
with September of last year by $2,554,- 
275 

Judging by the figures of revenue 
and expendituse for the first half of 
the year the surplus of receipts over 
ordinary expenditures at the close of 
the year will be the largest on record 
and the Hon, W. 8. Fielding’s budget 
estimmate of the probable increase in 
the revenue fis Nikely. to. dhapsf dy 
prove to be SeVefal millions too «mall.

U. S. OFFICERS ‘EVICT 


Strained Relations Betweent Two 
Countries as Result of the Manila 
incident—Matter Carried to U. 8S. 
State Department at Washington—

SAN FPRANCISCO,Oct. 11.--With the 
deportation without legal warrant of 12 
Chinese merchants from Manila to Amoy 
the harmonious relations the 
United States and the Chinese govern- 
ment are again threatened, especially os 
the Chinese consul general at Manila, 
without the knowledge of his government 
appears to have co-operated with the 
United States authorities. American re- 
the islands charze that 12 
men were kidnapped and spirited out 
of the country at the instigation of in- 
fluential Chinese. The matter hae been 
carried to the state department and this 
it is thought, may have occasioned the 
recall of Minister Crane to Washington 
for a conference with Sceretary Knox. 

The kidnapping, so-called, occured on 
the night of August 29, News of it has 
just reached America through official 
channels. There has been great rivalry 
in Manila between the Chinese chamber 
and the Chinese Tong 
and the deportation was in some way 
connected with this feud. The 12 men, 
members of the bang of Shupg Tong and 
the Gee Hock Tong were seized by re- 
presentatives of the American secret ser- 
tice and the military police departments 
and escorted to the docks at Manila.
